That such farmer's represent no in­ 
considerable number of the pi.xlucers 
in low a is indicated by the fact tha* 
shipment^ of corn out of the counties 
w'here grown average about 20 per 
c* nt of the crop, and in years of large 
production sometime

.35 per cent. 
While the movement of 
corn out of some counti* - is relative 
ly small, in other counties it amount.- 
to as much as 40 to 50 per cent 
of 
the crop. 
The recent break in prices is a re­ 
sult, primarily, of 
the 
large corn 
crop produced this year. 
Recent es­ 
timates place the er«.p for the Unit­ 
ed States at 3,013,001',(MX* bushels, and 
for Iowa at 477,386,0<K> bushels w'hich 
s the largest yield in the history of 
that State. 
An analy i.- of the situa- 
ation, however, indicate- that sever­ 
al factors will tend to offset tin* in­ 
creased crop.

It 
cannot, under the law', make loans di 
re d to farmers, but it can rediscount 
properly secured farmers’ notes, hav­ 
ing a m aturity of not less than six 
months and endorsed by an eligible

The present re­ 
discount rate of the Federal inter­ 
mediate credit bank is 5 per cent per 
annum.
